LEGISLATIVE COUNSEL’S DIGEST

AB 83_7, as amended, Torlakson. School attendance: online education.

Existing law establishes the public elementary and secondary school
system in this state, and further establishes a funding system pursuant
to which the state apportions funds to local educational agencies based
on the average daily attendance of pupils at the schools operated by
those agencies. Numerous statutes and regulations govern the calculation
and reporting of average daily attendance.

This bill would provide that school districts, county offices of
education, and charter schools that offer online education courses may
claim a—pereentage unit of average daily attendance—based—en—the
percentage-of-the-schoolday-that on the basis of the attendance of a
pupil taking at least one online course-spends at a class or classesin a
classroom-based setting.

The people of the Sate of California do enact as follows:

SECTION 1. Section 46300.8 is added to the Education Code,
to read:

46300.8. Notwithstanding any other provision of law, in order
to facilitate the access of pupils to high-quality online course
offerings, when a pupil is enrolled for the minimum schoolday
through classes that include both a classroom-based setting and at
least one class offered through an online program, the school
district, county office of education, or charter school may claim,
